SPEED is the watchword! It is the common 
thing, except in the big-budget productions, for 
an actor to be handed the script one day and, 
be in front of the cameras the next! Given his 
lines at perhaps eleven o’clock today he has 
to be ready to deliver them by 9 a.m. tomorrow 
--~and no muffing. There is no room in television 
-for an actor who is slow at memorizing lines. 


Three days is the average 
time for doing a show: from 
getting the script to having 
it ‘‘in the can!’’ Actual shoot- 
ing of a half-hour show is 
done in two days...exteriors 
on the first day and interior 
scenes the second. Even in 
an expensive production, the 
most an actor gets is one day 
to rehearse... hear that, Brother 
Rat? | 

Mr. Stock says that the big- 


gest difference between tele- 


vision and stage shows is the 
matter of time and money spent 
on production. Also, he noticed 
that directors in television 
never seem to coach an actor, 
and the emphasis is on natu- 
ralism...‘‘play it down.’’ 
Asked about personalities 
of stars he has played with, 
Mr. Stock cited Richard Carl- 
son as a taciturn, reserved 
type -off-stage. An excellent 
actor, but not a mixer. On the 
other hand, David Brian who 
played Mr. District Attorney, 
was just the opposite---lo- 
quacious and friendly with 
actors and technicians alike. 
Brian Keith, star of Crusader, 
was another congenial, demo- 
cratic person well liked by all. 
Summing up, Mr. Stock stated 
that television acting demands 
a competent actor with a bet- 
ter-than-average memory. 
Television actors get paid 
a flat $80 per day 
Mr. Stock naturally prefers 
the legitimate stage, but he 
considers television acting an 
excellent training in concen- 


tration. He confesses that he 


is much more nervous and un- 
sure of himself before ‘‘going 
on’’ in a television show than 


he has ever been on the stage.

KSBW’s radio and TV stations in Salinas were the destination 
of carefree would-be journalists and thespians -recently.

New antibiotics and their 
effectiveness was the topic of 
discussion in the science de- 
partment recently.

Then six antibiotics, in 
small pill form, were placed at 
intervals on the flat surface 


Dr. Haderlie’s bacteriologist 
students were given demon- 
strations as to the effective- 
ness of the new antibiotics 
on infected throats. 

A Specimen of bacteria was 
taken from an infected throat 
and placed in a flat glass con- 
tainer which contained a so- 
lution of human blood. The 
container was then placed in 
an incubator which was kept 
at body temperature for a per- 
iod of 24 hours. At the end 
of this period, the bacteria 


had grown and completely

where the germs were present. 
The containers were again 
placed in the incubator where 
it was kept for. et 24 
hours. 

It was again ox aided to 
determine which antibiotics 
had been the most highly sen- 
Sitive to the bacteria. There 
was a deadened ring of bac- 
teria around the pills which 
was acting against them and 
the pill which had the largest 
ring was considered the anti- 
biotic most effective against 
that germ.
